Classification of Land Disturbing Activities

Light Land Disturbing Activities

Non-agricultural land disturbing activities including residential, industrial, commercial,
institutional, utility, and highway construction falling within the following parameters:

a.

Activities involving the excavation, filling, or combination thereof of
no more than 40 cubic yards of soil, sand, gravel, stone, or similar
material.

Activities which disturb no more than 2000 square feet of land.

Emergency repair or replacement of existing utility lines located
within easements or rights-of-way as required to restore interrupted
service or imminent hazards.

Public utility improvements or other public projects that require a
performance bond to the City of Mishawaka relative to the satisfactory
completion of land disturbing activities.

Moderate Land Disturbing Activities

Non-agricultural land disturbing activities including residential, industrial, commercial,
institutional, utility, and highway construction falling within the following parameters:

a.

Activities involving the excavation, filling, or combination thereof of
more than 40 cubic yards but less than or equal to 2000 cubic yards of
soil, sand, gravel, stone, or similar material.

Activities which disturb more than 2000 square feet of land but less
than or equal to one acre of land.

Significant Land Disturbing Activities

Non-agricultural land disturbing activities including residential, industrial, commercial,
institutional, utility, and highway construction falling within the following parameters:

a.

Activities involving the excavation, filling, or combination thereof of
more than 2000 cubic yards of soil, sand, gravel, stone, or similar
material.

Activities which disturb more than one acre of land.
